FALSE and inſidious Addreſs having been circulated, containing an Attack 
upon the Guardians of the United Pariſhes, and evidently with a Defign to 
miſlead and raiſe a Spirit of Diſſenſion, at a Time when a contrary Diſpoſition 
muſt be ſeriouſly wiſhed by every well-diſpoſed Perſon; the following juſt and 


plain Statement of Facts, will, it is preſumed, remove every Part of the pre- 
tended Charge. 


In the Centre of the Houſe of Induſtry, the Cieling of a very large Room had 
given way ſeven Inches, and was in Danger of falling in for Want of a Support ; it 
was recommended to divide the Room by ſtrong Partitions, by which two Rooms 
would be gained to place the Maſter and Miſtreſs, who would by this Situation 
have a better Opportunity of ſeeing the whole Buſineſs of the Houſe; and by 
altering the Entrance into the Houſe, they might inſpect every Perſon coming in 
or going out ; the Male and Female Paupers would alſo be kept ſeparate ; and by 
removing the Avenues into the Yard, the Paupers would be prevented from having 
Communication with the Offices; the Want of which Regulations has been at- 
tended with very great Miſchiefs and Expences : Theſe Alterations were propoſed 
at a Special Court where twenty-nine Guardians were preſent, when an Eſtimate 
was ordered to be taken; which being preſented, was conſidered two ſucceſſive 
Meetings, and agreed to without a diſſenting Voice, when ſixteen Guardians were 
preſent. The Alterations, which are to be compleated for Thirty Pounds, have 
alſo been approved by two eminent Builders in Oxford. Theſe being Facts can- 
not be contradicted, and it is hoped, will ſatisfy the Public that no Attention ought 
to be given to a Repreſentation founded on Falſhood, and made apparently for the 
worſt Purpoſes.—As this Opportunity offers, it may not be improper to account 
briefly for the preſent Increaſe of Expences of the General Workhouſe ; it is oc- 
caſioned by unavoidable Circumſtances, viz. the Payment of the Families of thoſe 
Perſons who are ſerving in the Militia, and the Increaſe of the Out-Poor ariſing 
in ſome Degree from the fame Cauſe ; ſeldom leſs than Fourteen Pounds are paid 
cach Week upon theſe Accounts only; but as the Serviec of the Country requires 
it, the Expence, it is hoped, will be chearfully borne. It muſt be added, that 


the common Expences of the Houſe are much leſſened, and will by proper Reg 
lations be ſtill more diminiſhed, - 
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
